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ABSTRACT 

The Academic Advisory Staff (AAS) of the Office of 
International Training (OIT) , Agency for International Development 
(AID) analyzes and interprets the academic credentials of AID 
participants from cooperating countries in terms of the educational 
system of the U. S. To carry out this service the AAS has developed a 
library of reference materials for use by credential analysts, 
educators, and AID staff members. This document lists the references 
contained in the library. The references are grouped in terms of 
their content and usefulness on either a world-wide basis or by 
regions of the world. Within each region the countries are listed 
alphabetically, and the pertinent references follow each country.

This library has had the 
continuing input of resource suggestions from AACRAO profes- 
sional credential analysts, 50 of whom during the past seven 
years have spent periods of two weeks each in the Office ana- 
lyzing AID participant dossiers and filling out the "Credential 
Analyst Worksheets” (CAW) which are used as guides in the place- 
ment and admission of the participants in U.S. universities and 
colleges. No other foreign student admissions library in our 
country has had such continuous professional advice in accumu- 
lating its resource materials. 

This list, therefore, has been prepared so that the credential 
analysts assigned by AACRAO to work with Miss Hattie Jarmon in 
Washington may know in advance what reference materials will be 
available to them in the Office library. It also enables them 
to suggest additional resource materials which then can be added 
to the library. The references are grouped in terms of their con 
tent and usefulness on either a world-v;ide basis or by regions of 
the world. Within each region the countries are listed alphabet- 
ically, and the pertinent references follow each country.
